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Father  Dimitri’s  Message 


My  Brothers  and  Sisters  in  Christ, 

The  Annual  Golf  Outing  was  a  great  success!  Those  who  came  had  so  much 
fun,  and  vowed  that  not  only  will  they  come  again  next  year,  but  that  they  will  bring 
their  friends.  What  a  wonderful  outpouring  of  love.  There  is  only  one  problem. . ..  Of 
the  75  golfers,  only  a  handful  were  our  parishioners.  The  vast  majority  were  guests  and 
friends  of  a  few  of  our  parishioners.  This  makes  me  simultaneously  sad  and  happy.  I 
am  sad  that  more  of  our  own  did  not  come  and  enjoy  the  fellowship,  but  I  am  happy 
that  we  are  brining  people  in  to  see  who  we  are.  Let  us  not  stop  there! 

I  cannot  be  truly  happy  until  I  see  total  fruition  of  the  mission  of  St.  Basil.  I 
want  to  see  every  member  of  our  flock  involved  in  one  of  our  many  ministries.  Please  understand,  the  reason  I  want  this 
is  not  for  more  feathers  in  our  cap,  but  for  ownership  of  our  parish. 

Let  me  tell  you  a  story.  Perhaps  you  have  heard  it. 

A  family  moved  to  a  new  church  and  the  dad  noticed  the  church  had  a  basketball  team.  His  young  son  wanted  to 
play  on  the  team,  and  so  the  dad  asked  the  coach  how  much  it  cost  to  enroll  his  child. 

The  coach  said  to  the  dad,  “It  won’t  cost  you  a  thing,  but  I  would  like  you  to  help  me  as  an  assistant  coach.” 

The  dad  agreed  and  the  two  showed  up  the  next  Wednesday  night  for  practice.  The  coach  ordered  the  dad  to 
take  the  practice  balls  out  of  the  equipment  closet.  What  the  dad  found  appalled  him.  The  balls  were  lopsided,  their 
treads  worn  low.  These  balls  had  to  be  almost  a  decade  old.  Suspecting  that  he  must  have  found  the  wrong  bin  of  balls, 
the  dad  called  out  and  asked  the  coach,  “Coach,  where  are  the  balls  your  team  uses?” 

“You  can’t  miss  them!  They’re  in  the  bin,  just  inside  the  door.” 

“You  cannot  be  serious,  coach.” 

“Stop  messing  around  and  let’s  get  practice  started.  Get  those  balls  out  here.” 

The  dad  reluctantly  brought  out  the  ratty  balls  and  the  kids  practiced.  They 
didn’t  notice  the  balls  were  bad.  The  coach  surely  knew,  so  why  had  he  not  pur¬ 
chased  new  balls?  After  the  kids  left,  the  dad  cornered  the  coach  and  asked  him. 

The  simple  reply  was  that  they  could  not  afford  new  equipment.  With  all  of  the  oth¬ 
er  budgetary  concerns  of  the  parish,  new  basketballs  were  simply  not  a  priority. 

The  next  week,  the  coach  came  to  practice  early  and  found  all  of  the  balls 
had  been  thrown  out  and  replaced  with  new  ones. 

There  was  even  a  rack  holding  them  instead  of 
the  bin.  He  knew  who  had  purchased  them  and  so  he  asked  the  dad  why  he  did  it. 

My  beloved  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ,  do  you  notice  that  never  once  did 
the  coach  ask  for  anything,  neither  money  nor  the  balls.  He  only  asked  the  dad  to  be 
involved.  The  man  was  invested  in  the  team  so  he  wanted  to  purchase  the  new  balls. 

In  the  same  way,  I  want  us  all  to  be  invested  in  St.  Basil.  I  want  you  to  feel,  I  belong 
to  this  ministry.  It  is  mine  and  I  enjoy  it. 

When  that  happens,  it  won’t  feel  arduous  to  give  stewardship  of  time,  talents,  or  treas¬ 
ure.  If  we  prioritize  our  church  and  our  salvation,  then  our  family  life  will  change  as 
well.  Praying  at  home  will  come  naturally.  Fasting  will  be 
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embraced  for  its  benefits.  And  almsgiving  will  be  done  because  we  will  see  Christ  in  every  person. 

To  this  end,  we  will  have  a  Ministry  Fair  on  September  9. 1  am  sure  you  will  find  something  you  like,  and  if  you 
don’t  then  you  can  suggest  one  for  us  to  try.  We  want  our  Church  to  be  your  home  and  your  home  to  be  your  little 
church. 

This  transformation  won’t  happen  overnight,  or  even  in  a  week  as  in  the  story  of  the  basketball  team,  but  it  can 
happen.  I  ask  you  to  join  me.  We  have  come  so  far  as  a  parish,  but  we  have  so  much  farther  to  go.  I  will  not  be  happy.  I 
will  not  be  satisfied  until  each  and  every  parishioner  of  St.  Basil  replaces  the  saints  on  our  walls.  We  have  a  long  way  to 
go,  but  it  is  a  beautiful  journey  and  I  am  so  happy  I  get  to  walk  it  with  you  as  we  try  to  grow  closer  to  one  another  and  to 
our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ.

St.  Basil’s  Relic 


Remember  to  Venerate  St.  Basil’s  Relic  and  Icon 

St.  Basil  Church  has  several  religious  treasures,  but  one 
of  the  most  significant  is  the  relic  of  St.  Basil  the  Great, 
our  patron  saint.  It  is  located  at  the  rear  of  the  church  in 
the  southwest  corner  of  the  nave.  The  relic,  the  finger 
bone  of  St.  Basil,  is  housed  in  a  beautiful  case  of  glass, 
gold,  and  enamel.  It  rests  below  an  icon  of  the  saint, 
who  is  depicted  holding  our  church  building, 
symbolizing  St.  Basil  as  our  patron.  Fr.  Chris 
Kerhoulas,  retired  pastor  of  St.  Basil  parish,  acquired 
the  relic  from  Greece  more  than  20  years  ago.  The  icon 
was  painted  by  Tom  Clark,  our  church’s  main 
iconographer,  and  was  donated  by  William  Christy,  the 
uncle  of  Sexton  Nick  Katsoulis.  An  inscription  on  the 
back  of  the  icon  says,  “In  beloved  memory  of  William  Christy 


Fr.  Dimitri  encourages  parishioners  to  venerate  this  relic  and  icon  upon  entering  and  leaving  the  church  to  receive  the  bless  ing  of  the 
saint.  He  notes  that  many  churches  have  relics  of  their  patron  embedded  in  the  holy  altar.  Our  church  is  fortunate  to  have  St.  Basil’s 
relic  out  for  everyone  to  venerate.  As  he  explained  in  a  recent  “Ask  Father”  message,  the  proper  way  to  venerate  any  icon  is  to  kiss 
the  feet  of  the  image  or,  if  the  feet  are  not  visible,  the  hands.  One  never  kisses  an  icon  on  the  face.  May  our  precious  St.  Basil 
continue  to  intercede  for  us!

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Prison  Ministry

What  We  Do  and  What  It  Costs:  The  St.  Basil  Prison  Minis¬ 
try  would  not  exist  without  the  generosity  of  our  parishioners. 

Parishioners  are  most  familiar  with  the  Angel  Tree  Program 
where  we  provide  gifts  in  the  name  of  prisoners  to  their  chil¬ 
dren  at  Christmas.  Each  year  since  201 1,  we  have  been  able  to 
increase  the  number  of  children  from  22  in  10  families  in  201 1 
to  98  children  in  43  families  in  2017.  In  the  third  year  of  the 
Angel  Tree  program  we  began  giving  Jewel  gift  cards  to  the 
caregivers  of  the  children  so  that  they  can  purchase  food  for  a 
holiday  meal.  Over  the  years,  the  gift  cards  have  averaged  $40 
per  caregiver.  Again,  St.  Basil  families  stepped  up, 

The  Prison  Ministry  also  tries  to  maintain  contact  with  the  pris¬ 
oners  throughout  the  year.  We  call  it  ministering  by  mail.  Vol¬ 
unteers  send  out  holiday  cards  for  New  Years,  Easter,  Mother’s 
Day,  and  Father’s  Day. 

Some  prisoners  respond  to  these  cards,  starting  an  ongoing  cor¬ 
respondence.  One  prisoner  we  correspond  with  first  wrote  to  us 
in  2014.  We  also  try  to  support  prisoners  in  small,  material 
ways,  primarily  by  sending  books.  In  a  few  cases  we  have  pro¬ 
vided  money  to  their  commissary  account  for  basic  needs  such  as  socks  and  underwear.  You  might  remember 
one  prisoner  who  sent  several  hand-made  greeting  cards  to  St.  Basil,  thanking  us  for  helping  him.  We  helped 
him  out  once  so  he  could  buy  art  supplies.  Now  paroled,  he  is  doing  well  and  staying  in  touch  with  us.  For 
three  prisoners,  we  have  provided  some  clothing  items  upon  their  release. 

So  what  does  all  this  cost,  and  how  do  we  pay  for  it?
